A BEAUTY parlor in the 


Nazareth Home for the’ 


Aging? Why not, says 
Mother Francis Anthony, 
superior of the Poor Sisters 
of Nazareth in San Diego. 


A 69-year-old dream the 
sisters have had — a place 
for older folks — is finally 
coming true. 


“People have long asked 
us for a home for the aging,”’ 
Mother Francis said. “That 
has been our dream since 
the work of the Poor Sisters 
around the world has been 
devoted to the aging and 
children. 


“BUT THIS has not been 
possible until the oppor- 
tunity came to sell the land. 
The great obstacle has been 
finance and still is.” She 
was referring to land owned 
by the Poor Sisters, across 
the road from their school 
and convent, recently sold 
to a developer. 


The sisters have oper- 


Five-year plan 


ated Nazareth House — a 
boarding grade school — 
since 1924 when they came 
to San Diego from London, 
Eng., at the request of 
Archbishop John J. Cant- 
well of Los Angeles. — 


Adjacent to Mission San 
Diego de Alcala, the school 
has 238 children, including 
80 boarders. Mother Fran- 


cis noted that since it_. 


opened nearly 70 years ago, 
the school has taught 2,322 
children. 


THE HOME will be built 
on eight acres on a bluff 
overlooking the school 
grounds, said Mother Fran- 
cis, with accommodations. 
for 110 residents. There will 
be rooms for singles and 
married couples, with each 
room leading to a court- 
yard. 


Designed by Richard G. 
Wheeler Associates of San 
Diego, the complex will 
include two major wings, a 
separate chapel for daily 
Mass, dining rooms, an 


USD law school moves 
with changing trends

ANNOUNCING a new 
five-year plan of develop- 
ment for the University of 
San Diego School of Law, 
Dean Donald Weckstein 


last week outlined the 

changing trends in legal 

training. é 
“There will be more 


interdisciplinary programs, 
more time devoted to the 
non-litigation aspects of 
law,” he said. 


“With no depreciation of 
basic courses, newly pack- 
aged courses will be 
offered, confronting the 
legal and social problems 
of the day.” 


THE LAW school, which 
is 20 years old, now has 870 
students. Dean Weckstein 
envisions an eventual stu- 
dent roll of 1,000. 


Among physical changes 
to come in the near future 
are the doubling of the pre- 
sent library of 57,000 vol- 
umes and its removal to the 
Knights of Columbus lib- 
rary now used by the 
undergraduate schools. 


The dean also predicted 


Weckstein 


more individual and semi- 
nar type classes, and more 
clinical instruction, with 
“more learning outside the 
classroom than is the case 
now.” 


SPECIAL emphasis will 
be placed on_ studies 
related to Mexico and Latin 
America due to proximity 
to the border. Weckstein 


said that San Diego’s spe- 
cial position also lends 
itself to special courses in 
the law of the seas, immig- 
ration laws and admiralty 
law. 


In clinical education the 
current neighborhood legal 
clinics, public and private 
internship programs will 
be enlarged. 


A key element in the five- 
year development will be an 
increase of 14 in faculty to 
provide a projected student 
teacher ratio of 25 to 1. 


INCREASED attention 
will be given to expanded 
summer and post graduate 
programs. A new venture in 
the field of international 
law is a summer study prog- 
ram of six weeks in Paris in 


cooperation with the 
Institute Catholique de 
Paris. 


With law school faculty 
and others in Paris, stu- 
dents will study compara- 
tive law under European 
conditions. 


The law school will also 
participate in the future in 
USD’s ~ regular summer 
courses at Guadalajara, 
Mexico. 


WECKSTEIN, discussing 
the general legal scene, 
said a reduction in litiga- 
tion has to come, but the 
need for more lawyers is 
great. He forecast changes 
in teaching methods which 
might eventually see the 
normal law school course 
cut to two years, with a 
third year devoted to 
specialist aspects. 


“We've given up trying to 
cover everything at law 
school,” he said. “The field 
of law is growing too com- 
plex to achieve this.” He 
said that more than 90 per 
cent of students plan a 
career in law or related 
practices. 


Appointed at the start of 
the 1972-73 year, Dean 
Weckstein succeeded act- 
ing dean Joseph Brock. He 
is education editor in the 
Professional Respon- 
sibilities of the Lawyer and 
contributor to many legal 
publications. 


auditorium, an arts, crafts 
and hobbies room — and 
the beauty parlor. 


It will have a nursing unit 
for minor health care with 
a 24-hour nurse. There also 
will be a small wing to 
accommodate six retired 
priests. The Poor Sisters 
have their own retirement 
house outside the diocese. 


NAZARETH HOME will 
not be FHA financed or 
“low-cost” housing, Mother 
Francis said. The site has 
been prepared and Bishop 
Leo T. Maher is expected to 
break ground as soon as 
plans and permits have 
been cleared. 


“We have received many 
applications already, and 
we are anxiously awaiting 
the ground breaking,” says 
Mother Francis. 


There are 12 other sisters 
at Nazareth House, includ- 
ing Sister Finbarr who was 
among the first arrivals in 
1924. Working with Mother 
Francis on the new home is 
Sister Lewis Bertrand, who 
has built homes for the 
aging in Fresno and San 
Rafael.

He cited efforts with the 
San Bernardino County 
Council of Community Ser- 
vices to coordinate drug 
programs. 

In addition, the Narcotie 
Addict Rehabilitation 
Agency (NARA) and the 
Drug Abuse Program (DAP) 
of the Department of 
Justice, Bureau of Prisons 
and National Institute of 
Mental Health have coun- 
selors at CSS. 

CLIENTS FOR NARA and 
DAP are addicts on parole

Value for the dollar 


Tax forms await attention. Rebates for gifts to 
charity figure on most returns. One of the most 
enlightened aspects of our tax laws is that they 
encourage us to give and give generously. 


Perhaps Stewardship 73 comes just at the right 
time, when we can test our belief in a visible, viable 
Catholic Church in this diocese and earn next year’s 
tax rebate. Yet even with a goal of $2 million — 
about 25 cents for every Catholic in the diocese — 
the campaign only eases, not solves, the financial 
demands on the Church here. 


Developing a diocese in an area of such rapid 
expansion as our four counties makes demands for 
churches, schools and other physical fixtures. The 
demands still grow. But along the way some of the 
financial provisions for personnel were left 
untended because it was felt ‘the people” were pay- 
ing enough. 

It was only two years ago that a pension fund was 
established for retired priests, to relieve them of 
seeking the charity of their last parish, or other 
source. There is still no pension provision for all 
the lay persons employed in diocesan offices. The 
bishops have hesitated to seek funds to establish 
such pensions — accepted as normal in almost all 
other employment. One can sympathize with their 
predicament. However, surveys are now being made 
on this question. 


Over extended diocese 


For years this diocese has been over extended, 
existing on borrowed money. Stewardship is help- 
ing measurably to extract it from this indebtedness. 
Catholic laymen generally, lam sure, want to accept 
the obligation upon all the People of God to ensure 
a lasting future for our faith and its material needs. 
A hand-to-mouth existence is no answer. 


The dollar value rendered by the Church is cer- 
tainly a better return than the dollar value ren- 
dered by government — local, state or federal — if 
we have to put it in such material terms. And govern- 
ments are short on spiritual returns, 24-hour service 
and free counseling, but long on boondoggles and 
junkets. 


Open mind - but critical: 


Two faculties are important if we are to sift the 
sands of modern thought and remain sane — a criti- 
cal mind (in the best sense) and a sense of humor. 
Superimposed should be openness. 


With these attributes some of us went to hear 
Father Joseph Ryan, SJ, speak at USD on the Middle 
East and Jerusalem some weeks ago. We were given 
a noticeably anti-Jewish, pro-Arab viewpoint froma 
priest claiming expert knowledge which he did not 
justify. 

The unfortunate talk would have slipped from 
memory had it not been revived by a forceful refuta- 
tion of Father Ryan by no less than Msgr. George 
Higgins, secretary for research at the U.S. Catholic 
Conference in Washington, D.C. 


He accuses Father Ryan of damaging ecumenical 
relations between Christians and Jews. In fact he 
calls the Jesuit’s words a “gratuitous insult” to 
American Catholics working for accord “and an 
even greater insult to their Jewish friends and col- 
leagues.” 


Some of those at the USD meeting were impressed 
by: Father Ryan’s apparent display of erudition on 
the Middle East. This is always the danger of listen- 
ing to an opinion with an “open” but uncritical 
mind.

Reactions to television 


It really is surprising how many people watch late 
television. Six of us were on “‘Telepulse” last week 


debating Catholicism from midnight to 1 a.m., and 


accepting telephoned questions. These were still 
coming in as we went off the air at 1 a.m. 


Of course, such exposure brings a reaction. My 
phone rang most of the next day with follow-up calls, 
mostly producing reasoned debate. But one caller 
cordially addressed me as a “fascist bigot’ and 
another called me a “commie pinko.” He gave his 
name as “Satan.” Maybe he was right at that. 
Nothing like good open, critical minds, is there? - 


It has to come 


If there is something almost inevitable, it is a 
national health service. Senator Edward Kennedy’s 
attempt once again to get Congress to act in this area 
will hopefully produce results. It is truly a national 
scandal that families can be ruined by high medical 
costs through no fault of their own. 


Strangely enough it is better to be utterly poor 
than to have a moderate income. At least if you are 
poor the government picks up the tab. When you are 
above that datum line, you must be financially 
ruined before the government helps. 


Within ten years there is bound to be such a plan 
here. Why not this year? 


Legal service, too 


In a related and costly area — litigation — I was 
talking to Dean Donald Weckstein of USD law 
school last week on its new five-year plan, and we 
got on to this subject of some form of national legal 
service. He agreed that it has to come sometime 
because, like health needs, there has to be provi- 
sion, in justice, for all, regardless of ability to pay. 


“As a start, no-fault insurance in one form or 
another is inevitable,” he told me. “We already have 
no-fault divorces, and most commercial cases are 
agreed through arbitration rather than the courts.” 
He said the law school curriculum will become less 
litigation oriented over the coming years. “Much of 


law has nothing to do with going to court,” he said. . 


Way back when that USD law school was started 
under the inspired impetus of Bishop Buddy, there 
were those who said: “Why a Catholic law school?” 
The proof is in the pudding. USD law school has 
achieved eminence in a field of learning which 
surely should have as much Catholic input as it can 
absorb. 


It is the duty of the whole 
People of God to do their 
utmost to alleviate the 
sufferings of the modern 
age. As was the custom 


anciently, they should 
meet this obligation out of 
the substance of their 
goods, and not only out of 
what is superfluous.

There can be no defense whatever of the hand- 
gun. It serves no useful purpose and is the 
weapon so often used in cold-blooded, sense- 
less murder. 


Those who say they carry handguns for self 
defense rarely, if ever, need to use them. In 
most cases they never get the chance if 
attacked. 


A law forbidding the ownership and carrying of 
handguns must receive top priority. Anyone 
found carrying one — for whatever purpose 
— would be subject to prosecution. 


Eventually it would be proved to criminals that 
carrying such a weapon would bring the 
power of law into deterrent effect. The inno- 
cent would no longer need their so-called 
weapon of defense. 


The President of the United States and all who 
seriously wish to see our streets and homes 
made safer support legislation against hand- 
guns. Let the violence that so often marks this 
nation at least be trimmed to this extent.

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Commitment Sunday -- parishioners 
to make pledges for Stewardship ‘73

STEWARDSHIP ’73 parish goals are 
posted, teams are ready for action and the 
kick-off is this weekend. Hopefully, there 
will be few fumbles or goals missed. 


February 11 is Commitment Sunday 
when parishioners will pledge their ste- 
wardship of time, talent and treasure in 
service to God and Church. 


Parish goals for pledges of gifts — from 
$50,000 to $250 — remain virtually the same 
as last year. Two parishes, St. Therese of 
the Child Jesus and Our Mother of Confi- 
dence, San Diego, have the highest assess- 
ment, as last year. 


FOURTEEN parishes — the same 
number as in 1972 — have the minimum 
goal. 


Parishes will be rebated all funds raised 
in excess of 75 per cent of their goals. Last 
year 115 parishes shared more than 
$500,000 in rebates. 


Pledge cards will be completed this Sun- 
day after Masses with help from steward 
counselors. Parishioners may volunteer 
time and talent as usher, lector, CCD, altar 
work, secretarial or other services. They 
also will pledge gifts for the work of the 
parish and diocese. 


COMMITMENT cards will be signed by 
the parishioner and steward. Each copy 


has a different color to designate its pur- 
pose — copies going to the diocese, parish, 
donor and steward. 


Visiting stewards will call on families 
not able to complete cards this weekend. 
All pledges are expected to be made by 
the end of February, with gift pledges 
redeemed in one payment or installments. 


Goal is $2 million for parish and dioce- 
san needs, including education, vocations, 
special services, priest formation, the 
aging and infirmed priests’ fund. 


THOUSANDS OF brochures in English 
and Spanish have been distributed to 
explain stewardship purposes and goals. 


Included is a message from Bishop Leo 
T. Maher who writes: “Last year we 
launched an educational campaign in the 
fundamentals of stewardship to promote 
spiritual and material growth of the dio- 
cese. Our people now* have a greater 
appreciation of. parochial and diocesan 
needs. 


“Because of your  wholehearted 


‘response in 1972, vital apostolates in 


education, social services and priestly for- 
mation were strengthened. During 1973 
you will wish to continue them with the 
same vigor.” 


SHORTLY AFTER Stewardship ’73 
started, Bishop Maher reported $130,000 in 
gifts, giving the campaign a big thrust for- 
ward.

Tradition, he said, clarifies, explains and inter- 
prets Scripture to give it meaning and relevance, 
Observing there are as many ways of living the 
Gospel as there are Christians, he said that for 
each one “my way” is the best. 


HE COMPARED the Bible to a music score 
which can be brought to life only by people. 


Father McCall, noted psychologist, told partici- 
pants that God “speaks to us through the family,” 
which he said was a “microcosm of what the 
world is like in which we all learn to love.” 


The family, he said, shows us how to love, how 
‘to grow, how to be independent within limits and 
gives us a sense of Christian values to guide us 
in making choices. 


“VALUES, LIKE religion, are very personal 
things in the world and come from our human 
experience guided by the Holy Spirit. 


“Values are where you invest. your life, time 
and fortune,” he said, adding that “they are good 
when they help a Christian to grow.” 


He defined growth as “giving up what you have 
for something you don’t have yet on the word of 
someone (God or parents) who love you. To be a 
Christian means to love someone when he needs 
it most and can’t thank you. Christianity means 
learning the rest of your life what you should 
have learned at five.”

There are the mutual admiration 
societies and the mutual need groups. 
There are the security-seeking syn- 
dromes and the fawning flatterers. 
There are also those whose tolerant 
mistake for 
acceptance. 


But friends meet on a- different 
plane. There is a kind of recognition, 
an instinctive trust, an unspoken 
empathy and joy in each other’s pre- 
sence, a kind of loving — that is 
friendship! 


WITH FRIENDS there is no need 
for wariness, no sense of threat or 
rivalry, neither suspicion nor the 
need for dissimulation. Here we may 
be ourselves. Here we may even risk 
our timid ego and expose all the 
dreams and hopes we have been 
chary of admitting before. 


Contrary to what old wives — 
always excepting present company — 
may have said in the past, we should 
take friends for granted. It should be 
not only possible but desirable to be 
able to depend on the sameness, the 
steadiness of a friend. It should be 
possible to feel so sure of their regard 
for us that no mood or reaction could 
redound as a threat to our relation- 
ship. 


An old shoe, an old sweater, a good 
friend! Something with which we can 
relax and feel comfortable. Some- 
thing which fits without pinching or 
restriction. Something to give ease 
and balm to the spirit. 


WHAT GREATER compliment may 
we pay to another, than to’say, ‘““You 
are my good friend.” In that we give 
him all that is of value in ourselves.

GLENDALE — A _ new 
anti-abortion group is seek- 
ing 10 million signatures on 
a pro-life constitutional 
amendment to invalidate 
the U.S. Supreme Court’s 
abortion ruling. 

A lawyers’ committee is 
drafting the pro-life amend- 
ment, according to Gilbert 


Durand, Los Angeles 
financier and __ national 
chairman of the Committee 
of Ten Million. 


Referring to the court’s 7-2 
decision on Jan. 22, he said 
the “seven herods have dis- 
pensed power instead of 
justice. The court swallows 
elephants and chokes on 
gnats. 


“IT OUTLAWS the death 
penalty for convicted mur- 
derers and legalizes the 
death penalty for innocent 
babies. The court’s rulings 
on both the death penalty 
and abortion have stripped 
the people of their right 
and obligation to: define 
crime and prescribe pun- 
ishment.” 


President Nixon and 
Congressmen will be asked 
to endorse the amendment, 
he said, before it is 
introduced in the Congess.

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Talking Point 


Today is but 
_ the vigil 
of tomorrow 


By Father John F. Brennan 


Father Brennan, on leave from the 
New York archdiocese, lectures on 
Thursdays at St. Vincent de Paul par- 
ish, San Diego. A contributor to many 
magazines, the Irish-born priest is 
author of The Evolution of Everyman 
which traces the ancestral lineage of 
the late President John F. Kennedy. 
He is consultant to the Kennedy 
Memorial Library, Waltham, Mass. 


WHEN CARDINAL Pacelli (later to become 
Pope Pius XII) visited the United States in 
1936, he delivered a memorable address at 
Notre Dame University. In the course of this 
talk he referred to cultural tradition as “the 
gesture of God to the soul of a people.” 


When this delightful definition is applied to 
California, it is immediately obvious that the 
people of this state are the especially blessed 
beneficiaries of God’s gracious gesture. 


In the days when “the faith is Europe and 
Europe is the faith” was a treasured truth, the 
Spanish conquerors transplanted to this terri- 
tory their own great cultural heritage. It was 
a civilization rooted in religion, destined to 
flourish in fresh soil. Later came the succes- 
sive waves of settlers starting with the 
pioneers and eventually reaching a rate of 
600,000 new residents a year. 


THIS INFLUX HAS brought to California a 
representation of every ethnic and religious 
culture extant. California’s heritage is the 
richest and most varied in the world as well 
as being the most conducive of hope for human 
harmony. 


The Catholic Church has grown apace with 
the state. Visitors from other areas are always 
amazed at the vigor of the Catholic faith here. 
The present condition of the Church in other 
places might be likened to that of an ancient 
oak — sturdy, but scarred by recent storms. 
Whereas “the winds of change” produced, in 


California, the equivalent of a pruning process. 


assuring new life in every branch, in parish, 
in schools and in the social services. 


Such a happy outcome is, of course, 
ultimately attributable to people. California 
has been blessed with bishops who were truly 
shepherds, having an anxious concern and a 
gentle care for their flocks. It would be dif

ficult to find in any part of Christendom, at any 
stage of history, a more dedicated corps of 
clergy and. religious than those who have 
served this region in the past 200 years. 


IN ADDITION, the laity contributed to the 
growth and strength of their Church that 
uniquely Californian spirit of impatience with 
imperfection. Today, the whole people of God 
in this territory is living up to the expectations 
of the first Pope, Peter — as a favored race, 
“a royal priesthood, a people set apart, chosen 
to proclaim the wonderful works of God.”’ 


The vitality of the Church is very evident 
here in the San Diego diocese. Renewal is all 
around. There is a vast network of programs, 
promoting every aspect of Christian life and 
of Christian living. 

Parish renewal, CCD, the Cursillo, Cana and 
pre-Cana conferences, ecumenism, liturgical 
and para-liturgical services, youth interest, 
Scripture courses, Catholic family exchanges 
of experience, senior citizen programs, Ste- 
wardship, Key ’73 .. . the list seems endless. 


GOD’S GRACE IS being bountifully dis- 
pensed, his “good word” is being very widely 
broadcast and his work is being well and most 
devotedly done. But, the penchant of this prog- 
ressive people of God for ever-upward mobility 
precludes a static satisfaction with the status 
quo. To them, today is but the vigil of tomor- 
row. 


So, a synod has been called. The vigil hours 
are being spent in prayer, in family discus- 
sions, in exchanging visits with neighbors and 
in writing reports thus researched as 
homework for synod perusal. They can greet 
the new day without regret, conscious of “duty 
done.and duty doing.” 


(In one of his talks, Archbishop Fulton J. 
Sheen wittily contrasted the morning attitudes 


of the devout and the negligent Christian: the 


former says “Good morning, God,” the latter, 
“Good God, morning!’’) 


THE SYNOD IS a masterpiece of planning. 
It has built-in assurance of success in that it 
allows for unrestricted two-way communiction, 
top to bottom and bottom to top in the diocesan 
organization. A study made in England a few 
years ago has an interesting relevance. 


Two hospitals — one efficient, the other fail- 
ing fast — were examined with the purpose 
of linking effect to cause. The element respon- 
sible was found to be communication. In the 
good hospital there was provision for two-way 
exchange: the humblest wardsmaid was free to 
discuss work problems with the director, 
directly or through’a supervisor. 


In the other communication was downward 
only — a constant barrage of memos, regula- 
tions and directives from which no echo was 
expected to be heard. Doctors chafed, nurses 
grumbled, aides soured. Staff discontent and 
dissension meant minimal attention to 
patients and their needs. 


THE SYNOD WILL undoubtedly bring many 
new -blessings to a people already richly 
endowed. It would be fitting for them to 


remember that to whom much is given, much . 


is to be expected. Other areas of the Universal 
Church could greatly benefit by what Califor- 
nia has to give. In our day, we have been made 
aware anew by the two Johns, Pope and Presi- 
dent, that our neighbor is anyone, anywhere, 
who needs.our help. 


This is the day of the laity and the future of 
the Church is very much in their hands. Take, 
for example, the area of missionary activity. 
Vocations are in deep decline, priests and sis- 
ters are being expelled from some of the emer- 
gent nations and they are being harassed in 
politically unstable: areas. Whole peoples are 
being deprived of their God-given right to hear 
his message. 


Lay people have always been generous in the 
matter of financial support of the missions. In 


the future they may well be called upon to take — 


amore active part in missionary work. We may 
yet see the formation of a Corps for Christ 
along the lines of the Peace Corps. Our 
brothers, the Mormons, actually insist on such 
service to foster and promote their heritage, 
thereby expressing gratitude for their own 
“gesture of God.” 


THE CATHOLIC Church in California need 
not expect less from its people, particularly 
the young. Meantime, there is ample opportun- 
ity for the exercise of missionary zeal at home. 
The lay people are in daily contact with the 
evils of our times and are, therefore, in the best 
position to combat these sinister forces which 
are so corrosive to Christianity, so harmful to 
the home and so shattering to society. 


For long, the laity felt suppressed, and that 
feeling bred inertia. But now the call to active 
participation in all that concerns the Church 
is unmistakably clear. That call is a challenge. 


The Christian community of this area should 
be ever conscious of its providential position 
in God’s galaxy as a very visible, glowing and 
guiding star. We visitors are happy to have 
gazed on it. We will give thanks in every 
remembrance of that radiance that is yours to 
give because of God’s special gesture to you, 
his people here.

Question: 
Does the Church lay down a 
minimum age for marriage? Also, is 
it true that some priests will refuse 
to marry a couple when the girl is 
pregnant? 


The Code of Canon Law (No. 1067) states: 
“A man before completing his sixteenth 
year, and a woman before completing her 
fourteenth, cannot contract a valid mar- 
riage. Although a marriage contracted after 
the aforesaid age is valid, yet pastors of 
souls should try to deter young people from 


' marrying before the age at which, according 


to the received customs of the country, mar- 
riage is usually contracted.” 


The basic reasoning for this piece of legis- 
lation should be obvious: physical puberty 
and psychological maturity are seldom co- 
terminous, despite the juvenile plea that 
“Tt’s all right because we love each other.” 
To put it another way: the attainment of the 
physical ability requires no particular tal- 
ent on the part of the individuals. But the 


decision to regulate and govern this 
demands a sense of responsibility which, of 
necessity, looks to the future. 


Nevertheless, it frequently happens that 
a young Romeo and his pregnant girlfriend 
present themselves (often with the shocked 
and/or furious parents) to the pastor with 
the request for “instant marriage.” 


What is the priest to do? He knows that 
the sacrament of matrimony is indissoluble. 
He fully realizes that a marriage between 
two baptized persons is permanent and that 
a remarriage after divorce is out of the 
question. Moreover, he is aware of the fact 
that “forced” marriages quite often — 
according to-statistics — fail. So his consci- 
ence is also involved here. 


On the one hand, in keeping with the let- 
ter of the law, he can fill out the forms and 
marry the couple according to the rite of the 
Church. After that, they are on their own — 
and the priest’s conscience is, according to 
the law, blameless. 


On the other hand, perhaps it might be 


more prudent for the priest to counsel the 
couple not to marry at the present time. 
Maybe it would be better for all concerned 
to assist in the primary and urgent task of 
caring for the expectant mother and giving 
her loving care before and during the birth 
of her child. 


Then, after all the emotional vibrations 
have subsided, and after everyone has 
become adjusted to the situation, it would 
be time for the boy and girl to assess the 
situation. In particular, they need to hon- 
estly answer the questions: Is ours a love 
or an infatuation? Did we conceive this 
child in a moment of love or passion? Do 
we really want to stay together for the rest 
of our lives? 


But suppose, before the birth of the child, 
the couple demand a sacramental marriage. 
What is the priest to do? While every case 
must be judged on an individual basis and 
according to particular circumstances, I 
would be most reluctant to marry them, and 
I would do everything possible to encourage 
them to wait until after the birth of the 


» child.

The legislature  post- 
poned action until a full 
hearing could be _ held, 
despite endorsement by 
Gov.

Convention in September. 


Plans call for the new dio- 
cese to have 39 churches 
and 15,000 members in San 
Diego, Imperial and south- 
eastern Riverside counties. 


The Los Angeles remaining 
area would have 144 
churches with 75,000 mem- 
bers. 


Belgium ups 
aid to schools 


In BRUSSELS, the Bel- 
gium government has 
increased its subsidies to 
Catholic schools from about 
60 per cent to nearly 100 per 
cent annually. 


Now all teachers of sec- 
ular subjects will be paid 
by the government, includ- 
ing priests and sisters. Bel- 
gium has 9.6 million people, 
with 8.9 million Catholics. 


Amendment to 
fight abortion 
In WASHINGTON, D.C., 


Rep. Lawrence Hogan of 
Maryland, a Catholic, spon- 


sored a _ constitutional 
amendment which says that 
‘neither the U.S. nor any 
state shall deprive any 
human being of life on 
account of age, illness or 
incapacity.” 


It also says that no 
federal or state government

Gandhi Peace Prize. His 
body was cremated in 
India and returned for bur- 
ial to Baltimore, his 
family’s home town.

‘72 tilms-more violence, 
‘better than average lot’ 


NEW YORK — Although 
violence is increasing in 
motion pictures, 1972’s crop 
of films was ‘a. better- 
than-average lot,’ accord- 
ing to the film and broad- 
casting division of the 
United States Catholic Con- 
ference. 


In its annual year-end 
report, published in the 
Jan. 30 issue of Catholic 
Film Newsletter, the 
Catholic conference unit 
qualified that conclusion 
by noting such things as 
“the adult nature of much 
of the subject matter, the 
emergence of the ‘blax- 
ploitation’ movie, the bur- 
geoning of the soft-core 
flick.” 


But, it added, “neverthe- 
less enough quality -films

ONE PROBLEM, the re- 
port said, “is basically that 
many ofthese ‘quality’ films 
did not in fact play in the 
‘neighborhood’ theaters of 
the nation whereas the viol- 
ent films did.” ; 


The over-all pattern that 
seemed to characterize 
1972’s_ successful films, 
according to the report, ‘‘is 
that violence in lan- 
guage, action, and as an 
asocial problem-solving 
device’ — has come into its 
own on the 
screen. 


“Violence was more often 
than not the reason for a 
critical rating from the 
Division for Film and 
Broadcasting and a definite 
factor in the decrease of 
general audience films.” 


MOVIEGOERS’  accept- 
ance of violence in enter- 
tainment “is hardly the 
creation of the industry,” 
according to the report, 
which adds that “it is a 
social phenomenon which 
is merely reflective of 
the times.” 


But it adds that although 
the violence of the times “‘is 
fitting material for the 
movies,” the real issue is 
“how the movies used viol- 
ence — the asocial fantasy 
and romanticizing of blood- 
letting and mayhem have 
recently been perfected 
with a new realism in films, 
to no legitimate purpose 
whatsoever.” 


Money is a major factor 
here, the report said, ‘‘dis- 
tributors and exhibitors too 
often refuse to risk spend- 
ing their advertising dol- 
lars and creative energies 
on promoting quality films 
which lack the sensational- 
ism and promise of quick 
return.”
